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PERRICAUDET, JEAN-FRANQOIS DEDIEU, CECILE ORSINI, PATRICE YEH, 
MARTI NE LATTA and EDOUARD PROST) has failed to show good cause why adverse 
judgment should not be filed against it with respect to the subject matter of Counts 3 
and 4 in response to the ORDER TO SHOW CAUSE (Paper 80) issued September 16, 
2003. 1 

Consequently, junior party EMMANUELLE VIGNE, MICHEL PERRICAUDET, 
JEAN-FRANCOIS DEDIEU, CECILE ORSINI, PATRICE YEH, MARTINE LATTA and 
EDOUARD PROST (GencellA/igne) is not entitled to a patent containing claims 33 
(corresponding to Count 3) and 1-6, 11-21 and 23-25 (corresponding to Count 4) of 
Vigne U.S. Patent 6,127,175. 

Since judgment at this time would not terminate this interference nor remove 
Gencell S.A. 2 as a party, final judgment as to junior party GencellA/igne will issue in due 
course. However, the remainder of the interference will be conducted without 
GencellA/igne as a party.
